FRANK — One hundred and 
forty-seven members of the "Crow's 
Nest Pass Fish and Game Asso¬ 
ciation asembled at the Turtle 
Mountain Playgrounds,, Tuesday, 
May 24, to hear the following 
speakers: Mr. George Spargo, Sec¬ 
retary-manager for Alberta Fish 
and Game Associations; Bruce 
Stewart, warrant officer for the 
Yukon Territory; Mr. Them Kjar, 
Game Commissioner for the Yu¬ 
kon Territory at Whitehorse; Mr. 
E. Paynter, Game Commissioner 
for the Province of Saskatchewan; 
Mr. Lawrence Sheffelmiar, Dis¬ 
trict Fish and Game Warden, sta¬ 
tioned at Pincher Creek;.Mr. Mac¬ 
Donald, chief Fishery Officer lit 
Calgary. 

The meeting got under way at 
8:00 pm. when acting chairman 
Frank Edl introduced Mr. Spargo. 
It happened to be his birthday and 
he was greeted with the 6ong 
“Happy Birthday to You’’ by those 
present. Mr. Spargo then intro¬ 
duced Mr. Them Kjar, who in¬ 
formed us that there were 90 Fish 
and Game Associations in Alber¬ 
ta. Mr. Kjar stressed the need for 
propogation and conservation of 
Fish and Game if Alberta was to 
enjoy the sport, as the increased 
number of sportsmen would drain 
the supply. As Game Commissioner 
of the Yukon Territory, Mr. Kjar 
had many interesting facts to tell 
the audience. The Yukon is a large 
country, comprizing 270,000 sq. 
miles. He felt that this was truly 
the last stand of the big game. 
The territory abounds with moose; 
two species of caraboo, sheep of 
many type and grizzly, brown and 
black bears. The hunting season 
opens November 30, except moose, 
which opens on August 15th and 
closes on November 30th. The Yu¬ 
kon holds the world’s record for 
big game, Mr. Kjar stated, men¬ 
tioning also that the fishing was 
wonderful with large artic gray¬ 
ling and lake trout in abundance. 
In dosing the commissioner ex¬ 
tended an invitation to visit him 
and also to send for free literature 
that is avalable from Whitehorse. 

Bruce Stewart, also of the Yu¬ 
kon, invited all those present to 
visjt the Yukpn, crediting Mr. 
Kjar for all work in conservation 
and propogation practiced in the 
Yukon. 

Mr. E. Payster of Regina, urged 
all Fish and Game Associations 
to educate the new generations of 
sportsmen. Said Mr. Paynter, 
“You can’t legislate a sportsman, 
we’ve got to build one by educa¬ 
tion. Educate ourselves that we 
may be able to educate the young.”

Mr. Lawrence Sheffalmiar, the 
new Fish and Game Warden, 
presently at Pincher Creek, asked 
for. the cq-operation of ail sports¬ 
men in the Pass; 

The next speaker was William 
“Bill’’ Kovach, Social Credit rep¬ 
resentative. Bill welcomed the vis¬ 
iting guests and stated that he 
has been doing his utmost to see 
a dream come true. That is, a 
Fish and Game Commission set up 
to look after Alberta exclusively. 
T k -^ pjf .tra pressure on wild -ii&u 
necessitates such a commission, 
so that one day the future genera¬ 
tions will know wild life as we 
know it today. 

Frank Sicoff. regional represen¬ 
tative, thanked Mr. Spargo for his 
co-operation concerning the new 
practice of conservation, express¬ 
ing his confidence that it will save 
tffe “Back Door" game in this dis¬ 
trict. 

Mr. MacDonald, impressed with 
the tremendous natural environ¬ 
ment around this district, stated 
that the department is doing as 
much as possible with its limited 
finances. He thanked Mr. Vysholid 
and Joe Fauville for their assist¬ 
ance on his tour through here last 
year. The meeting was then opened 
for a question period. 

Were Lee and Burmis Lakes 
Stocked? Mr. MacDdnald replied 
that the government report in¬ 
dicated so and regretted that he 
was not familiar with this situa¬ 
tion. “Experience has proven,” he 
said, “that stocking streams was 
good for only two to three months 
or one summer, whereas lake 
stocking was much more success¬ 
ful. Lake stocking gave more op¬ 
portunity for trout fishing to a 
larger group, and also helped re¬ 
lieve the pressure on stream fish¬ 
ing. Concerning the question, 
“Why should sheep be allowed to 
graze in reserves, such as Victory 
and Racehorse?" he suggested 
that they see the Eastern Rockies 
Conservation Board. A resolution 
by Cliff Letcher, to open all gates 
in this district in regards to pre¬ 
vailing conditions was carried by 
a large majority, with only 13 
against. The resolution will be 
sent to Hon. Premier Manning: 
Mr. Casy, Minister of Lands and 
Mines and Bill Kovach, ML.A.

NIAGARA FALLS, Ont. — 
Leaders of the boy scouts world¬ 
wide organization will meet here 
this summer, the first time they 
have ever gathered in North 
America. 

They are members of the 57- 
country Boys Scouts International 
Conference, representing, some 
6,000,000 boys and leaders. 

The conference will meet here 
following the closing Aug. 28 of 
the eighth world scout jamboree 
at nearby Niagara-On-The-Lake. 
ft meets every two years to pro¬ 
mote unity „and co-operation in 
the world scouting movement 
begun in 1907 by the late Lord 
Baden-Powell. 

Although the conference has 57 
member countries, one of the mem¬ 
bers is Great Britain which repre¬ 
sents 47 countries and colonies 
within the British Commonwealth 
and Empire. 

Meeting concurrently with the 
conference will be the 12-member 
international committee which acts 
as the executive body of the con¬ 
ference.

I.ess sugar 

Since sugar is the arch enemy 
of your child’s teeth, one of the 
basic rules for sound dental health 
Is the elimination of excessive 
amounts of sugar jn the diet. In 
this regard, the between-meal 
snack looms as the worst offender. 
Foods commonly eaten by child¬ 
ren between meals often contain 
dental decay because each snack 
generates the production of new 
enamel-destroying acid. 

Parents are urged to substitute 
such other foods as nuts, popcorn, 
potato chips, cheese or fresh fruits 
when children want to nibble be¬ 
tween meals because these foods 
appease the appetite without add- I 
ing to the harmful decay-produc-J 
ing acids. 

The toothbrush — when used 
properly—remains one of the most 
effective weapons for preventing 
tooth decay. It shothd be used im¬ 
mediately after eating,— espe¬ 
cially after the eating of sweets 
—because the build-up of enamel- 
destroying acids occurs rapidly 
after meals and snacks.

900,000 Trees and cuttings go 
out to 1,355 Alberta farmers 


can move the trees to their shel- 
terbelt positions. However, unless 
the trees are planted before the 
leaves are fully open they get a 
poor start. 

The shelterbeltr trees for Alberta 
are coming from the Provincial 
Nurseries at Brooks and Oliver 
and the Forest Nursery Station at 
Indian Head, Saskatchewan. It is 
interesting to note the results of 
a survey made by the Western 
Canadian Society for Horticulture I 


“As lovely as a tree” is' a Say¬ 
ing with real meaning for many, 
Albertans —. especially for those! 
who have ordered shelterbelt trees, j 
Something over 900,000 trees and 
cuttings are being expressed to 
1,355 Alberta farmers according 
to Mr. P. D. McCalla. Alberta’s 
supervisor of horticulture. 

Each farmer who has ordered 
trees is notified ahead of time that 
they are ^n the way- This enables 
him to arrange to pick up the 
trees as soon as they arrive at 
the express office. It is important 
to get the trees and cuttings into 
the soil immediately. Good top 
soil should be packed firmly 
around the roots of the trees and- 
then they should be watered. 

The cuttings- should be planted of tin 
at an angle of 45 degrees or rest- ; 
ing against the side of the furrow, 
with one bud left above the 
ground. It is advisable to plant 
the cuttings in moist soil, and like 
the trees, they should be watered 
immediately after planting, 

Many fanners find, however; 
that they are not able to plant 
the trees in their permanent posi¬ 
tions as sooa as they arrive. These 
men have found that if they untie 
the bundles on arrival and place 
the trees or cuttings in a trench 
on the shady north side of a 
building with the roots covered; 
and packed with moist soil (cut¬ 
tings completely buried 1 they are! 
able to prevent drying until they; 


In almost every case where 
plpnts ace started from seed, and 
Especially tiny seed, like lettuce or 
alyssum or poppies, they must be 
thinned later. In doing this na'ur- 
allytve pull out the poorer speci¬ 
mens' first but in any case we 
must leave plenty of •rdom. If we 
are afraid of later damage torn 
bugs or cutworms perhaps we will 
leave twice as many plants as at 
first, then later on we remove 
every other one. 

' In certain vegetables like beets 
arid carrots, too, we leave the 
plants about an inch or so apart 
at first, then use later thinnings 
for our first meals. When thinned 
properly the plants left will grow 
more quickly, and should be 
healthier; 

Thinning is not always con¬ 
fined to seedlings, The extra big 
and fine blooms you usually see 
in the flower shows are often the 
result' of .thinning*- Only Jn this 
case it will be the flqwer' buds 
that are removed. 

Instead of letting every single 
rose, peony, or dahlia develop, the 
professionals nip off about 50 
percent or more of the buds so 
that those that are left will be
